same; and publish the status reports. 

(iii) To identify the areas in the field of concrete 
technology, particularly mass concrete, requiring 
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immediate attention to solve the problerhs of river 
valley projects. 

(iv) To suggest measures for improving the level of 
research activity and testing methods ip the coun¬ 
try to international standards. } 

tv) To prepare and sponsor research programmes to 
be taken up by the various institutions in the 
country. 

(vi) To recommend funding for academic and research 
institutions in the country for infrastructural deve¬ 
lopment relating to research in Construction 
materials, concrete technology and structures. 

(vii) To promote Centres of Excellence in different 
fields of construction materials, concrete I technology 
and structures and propose Central funding for 
them.

(viii) To draw up a national programme for Research 
studies to be undertaken by the various institu¬ 
tions in the country in the field of construction 
materials, concrete technology and structures. 

(ix) To appoint special (ask force/expert panels to 
consider special problems for advice to the 
committee. 

(x) To promote educational, communication and tech¬ 
nology transfer programme in the fields of- 
construction materials, concrete technology and 
structures.
